Appeal  to  the  Publick  m  the  way  of  an

O  R, 

Decifive  Experiment, 

with  regard  to  the  great  Safety  and  Efficacy  of  this  Medicine, 
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MATTERS  of  Faff,  in  regard  to 
the  good  or  bad  Effeffs  of  any  new 
Medicine ,  are  very  difficult  to  come 
by ,  and  require  a  great  deal  of 
Time  j  efpecially  to  him ,  who  being  looked  upon 
as  an  Intruder  in  Phyfick ,  is  definite  of  the 
proper  Affftance  from  the  Faculty  for  that  Pur - 
pofe ,  and  is  left  to  proceed  by  himjclf  Never - 
thelejs y  a  faithful  and  impartial  Regifter  of fuch 
Faffs ,  when  obtained,  is  highly  necefary  to  be 
drawn  up  and  publifhed  \  becaufe  it  is  the  only 
true  and  proper  Foundation  of  all  that  can  be 
juftly  urged  for  or  againfl  the  further  Ufe  of  the 
new  Medicine  propofed. 

In  order  to  furnifh  a  Regifier  with  a  fujfci - 
ent  Number  of  well  attefled  and  authentick 

A  2  Faffs, 
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FaCts,  both  for  and  againjl  this  Medicine ,  as 
applied  in  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  I 
propofed  to  myfelf  to  have  followed  (and  might 
have  done  jo ,  had  I  been  properly  afified)  that 
excellent  Plan ,  which  about  twenty  Tears  Jince 
was  laid  down  by  my  old  Acquaintance ,  and 
very  good  Friend ,  the  learned  Dr.  Jurin,  for 
Collecting ,  Regiftering ,  Publijhing  a  fu fi¬ 

de  nt  Number  of  well  attefled  FaCts ,  relation 
to  the  Practice  of  Inoculating  the  Small-Pox, 
as  might  enable  the  Publick  to  determine ,  whe¬ 
ther  that  Practice  was  likely  to  prove  injurious 
or  beneficial  to  Mankind. 

And  that  nothing  either  has ,  or  jhall  be  want¬ 
ing  on  my  part ,  to  procure  a  fufiicient  Number 
of  well  attefted  FaCts  both  for  and  againjl  the 
XJfe  of  this  Medicine  in  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal 
Difeafe,  I  appeal  to  all  my  paft  and  prefent 
Procedure  >  the  Hifiory  of  which  from  firjl  to 
la  ft,  and  the  Treatment  it  has  met  with ,  toge¬ 
ther  with  my  Endeavours  to  remove  the  Impu¬ 
tation  of  Quackery  from  this  Medicine ,  are  as 
follow. 

When  I  was  firjl  Mafter  of  this  Medicine  for 
curing  the  Venereal  Difeafe  in  the  way  of  an 
Alterative,  without  Salivation  or  Confinement, 
and  had  made  fever al  Trials  with  it  myfelf  very 
much  to  my  own  Satisfaction ,  and  to  the  Sur¬ 
prize  ofjome  few  Frie?ids  who  were  lookers  on, 
I  was  defirous  of  enlarging  the  Evidence  by  fur¬ 
ther 
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ther  and  more  open  Trials ;  and  in  cafe  it  Jhoitld 
conflantly  turn  out  in  favour  of  this  Medicine t 
my  Intention  was  to  lay  the  Whole  of  the  Evi¬ 
dence  (both  for  a?id  again  ft  it)  properly  attefted 
before  the  Publick ,  and  to  offer  the  Medicine  it 
felf  to  publick  Ufe . 

With  this  View  I  have  frequently  offer'd  to 
fever al  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  of  P by fck,  as 
PhyJicianSy  Surgeons ,  and  Apothecaries ,  (whoy 
as  I  then  thought ,  were  the  proper  eft  Per fons  to  be 
applied  to  for  this  purpofe)  That  if  they  would 
recommend  any  poor  Perfons  inf  elded  with  the 
Venereal  Difeafe,  as  they  judged  could  not  be 
cured  without  Salivation ,  I  would  immediately 
give  Directions  that  this  Medicine ffould  be  ad- 
minifterd  to  them  gratis  from  time  to  time  (in 
the  Pre fence  of  the  Recommenders ,  if  defired) 
and  to  any  Number  of  fuch  Perfons  as  they 
Jhould  be  plea  fed  to  fend  inf  elded  with  various 
Degrees  of  this  Diftemper ,  either  till  the  Cure 
was  compleated ,  or  till  it  was  judged  that  the 
Diftemper  was  out  of  the  Power  of  the  Medicine , 
and  that  not  only  thofe  Gentlemen  who  recom¬ 
mended  them ,  ‘  but  alfb  any  other  curious  Perfons 
Jhould  have  Liberty  to  infpeld  and  examine  the 
fever  al  in  felled  Perfons ,  and  fee  them  take  the 
Medicine  as  often  as  they  pleafed  during  the 
Courfe  of  the  Cures ,  in  order  that  they  (the  Re¬ 
commenders ,  (see.)  bemgfirfl  convmced  themjelvesy 
might ,  by  their  Atteftations  to  the  fever  al  Cafes , 
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have  fully  fat  is  fed  the  Publick  of  the  real  good 
or  bad  E feels  of  this  Medicine . 

fhis  Offer ,  tho'  frequently  madey  was  fo  little 
regarded ,  that  not  fo  much  as  one  infected  Per - 
Jon ,  fo  recommended ,  applied  for  a  Cure  by  this 
Medicine ;  which  furprized  me  at firft ;  but  upon 
Reflection  I  judged  the  Reafon  of  it  mufl  be  plain¬ 
ly  this ,  viz.  P hat  no  Practitioner  in  the  Cure 
of  this  Diftemper  would  willingly  have  the  W or  Id 
know ,  in  cafe  of  Succefs ,  (much  lefs  would  he 
publifh  it  under  his  Hand)  float'  the  Medicine , 
which  I  am  pojfefsd  of  will  do  more  towards 
effecting  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  in  an 
eafier  manner ,  and  with  lefs  hazard  to  the  Pa¬ 
tient  ,  than  any  or  all  the  Medicines ,  howjoever 
applied ,  which  the  mojl  noted  Practitioners  are 
acquainted  withy  and  malw  uje  of  for  that  Pur - 
pfe. 

Be  fide  Sy  as  a  Salivation  is  now  become  the 
Sheet  Anchor  of  all  the  prefent  Practice ;  and 
as  it  is  certainly  a  thing  of  great  Confequence  to 
the  Practitioner ,  whatever  it  may  be  of'  to  the 
Patient ,  as  it  requires  a  great  deal  of  Atten¬ 
dance  to  prevent  or  fubdue  ( when  poffible )  the 
many  bad  Symptoms  and  Accidents  which  are 
known  frequently  to  arife  in  it y  fitch  Attendance 
mufl  be  paid  for  by  thofe  who  are  able ,  whether 
a  Cure  is  efleCtedy  or  not :  ytis  no  wonder  there¬ 
fore  that  thofe  Gentlemen  in  particular  who  deal 
in  Salivations ,  fent  no  infeCled  Subjects ,  from  1 
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whofe  Cures  I  might  have  convinced  themfelves , 
and,  by  their  Atteftations  to  the  Cures ,  the  Pub- 
lick,  That  a  Medicine  was  found  .out  for  the 
Cure  of  the  Venereal  Dileafe,  more  eafy,  fafe , 
and  certain ,  than  any  know?i  a?id  ufed  before . 

Fhus,  after  a  great  deal  of  Time  loft  in  re¬ 
peated  Offers  and fruit  lefts  Sollicitations  amongft 
fever al  of  thefe  Gentlemen  as  I  was  acquainted 
with ,  1 found  myfelf  (for  want  of  proper  Evi¬ 
dence)  in  the  fame  Diftrefs  as  at fir  ft,  and  with¬ 
out  the  leaft  Hopes  of  any  Ajftftance  for  this  pur- 
pofe  from  the  Salivating  Parties  $  and  withal 
conftdering  of  how  great  Importance  the  Difco- 
very  of  jiich  a  Medicine  muft  prove  to  the  whole 
Race  of  Mankind,  I  was  at  laft  determin'd 
(fvnce  I  had  no  other  way  left)  to  draw  up  an 
Advertifement ;  and  accordingly  did  fo,  which 
was  often  printed  in  the  News  Papers  j  and  the 
grcateft  Part  of  the  Perfons  that  applied  for 
Cure,  and  whofe  Cafes  and  Cures  are  printed  in 
my  firft  Pamphlet,  in  the  Beginning  of  the  Tear 
1742,  was  the  Refult  of  that  Advertifement . 

Phis  Pamphlet  had  not  been  long  publifhed 
before  the  following  Objections  (in  Converfation 
amongft  other  trifling  ones)  were  raifed  againft 

it,  viz.

7 hat  the  whole  of  the  Fads  (extraordinary 
as  they  were)  contained  in  the  J'aid  Pamphlet, 

depended 
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defended  entirely  upon  the  V eracity  of  two  Wit- 
nefj'es  only ,  viz.  Mr.  Watfon  and  my f elf ;  and 
that  we  being  interested  Perfons  were  Juppofed  to 
have  drejjed  out  the  whole  Jo  as  befl  to  anjwer 
our  own  Purpofes ;  and  that  the  whole  looked 
more  like  a  Compound  of  Quackery  and  Cookery 
than  the  Truth ,  &c. 

Others  objected.  That  the  Per/ons  cf  high 
Rank ,  and  of  the  Faculty  of  Phyjicky  alluded  to 
in  Page  53.  of  my  fir  ft  Pamphlet ,  was  an  Afi 
fembly  in  the  Clouds ;  jbr  if  it  was  realy  Why 
was  not  their  Titlesy  Namesy  &c.  incerted  for 
the  Support  of  J'uch  extraordinary  Fails  f 
&c. 

To  this  laft  Objection  1  can  only  fayy  That  I 
then  was ,  and  /till  am  very  tender  of  mentioning 
the  Titles ,  Names y  &c.  of  this  Company y  be- 
cauje  I  have  not  Leave  to  do  it ;  and  as  Three 
of  the?n  are  now  abroad  in  the  Armyy  a  Fourth 
'  is  fince  deady  and  a  Fifth  is  a  Phyfician  at  the 
Bath,  I  can  only  (to  any  purpofe)  mention  a 
Sixth ,  who  is  the  only  one  now  in  London  that 
was  prefent  in  that  Company ,  excepting  Mr. 
Watlon  and  myfelfi  and  that  is  my  old  Friend 
and  quondam  Fellow- Student  in  Phyficky  Peter 
Shaw,  M.  D.  cf  Pall-mall ;  and  who  was  one 
of  the  Gentlemen  that  was  deputed  by  that  Com¬ 
pany  y  in  a  more  particular  manner ,  to  infpedl 
and  examine  the  Jeveral  infeed ed  Perfons  before 
they  began  to  take  this  Medicine ,  and  during 

the 
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the  Courfe  of  the  Cures ;  and  who  did  many 
times  Jee  this  Medicine  adminiflerd  to  the  five- 
ral  inf e  tied  Per  Jons  by  Mr.  Watfon,  and  did 
diligently  remark ,  and  with  Candor  report  its 
Effects ;  and  to  this  Gentleman ,  whoever  ft  jail 
be  pie afed  to  apply ,  may  be  fully  fatisfied ,  that 
the  faid  Noble  Company  was  not  an  AJjembly  in 
the  Clouds ,  unlefs  the  ObjeCiors  jhould  mean 
Clouds  of  Smoak  y  for  we  were  both  of  us  (the 
Debtor  and  my/elf)  at  that  time  engaged  in  a 
Courfe  of  Chemiftry  with  thofe  Noble  and  Ho¬ 
nourable  Perfons  at  St.  James\r. 

And  as  to  the  other  Objections,  which  I  own 
I  did  not  expeCl,  becaufe  1  had  (as  I  thought , 
both  by  the  general  Invitation  in  the  Advertife - 
menty  and  in  the  Prejace  to  my  firfi  Pamphlet ) 
taken  the  proper  Precautions  to  prevent  them. 
And  although  thefe  Objections  were  certainly 
owing  to  Inadvertency ,  or  to  Indolence ,  or  were 
the  Offspring  of  an  uncandid  Mindy  they  gra¬ 
velled  me  not  a  little  \  for  to  deny ,  or  call  in 
queftion  my  firjl  Principles  (which  in  this  Cafe 
were  the  Matters  of  FaCi)  was  at  once  dejiroy- 
ing  that  Foundation  upon  which  alone  I  expect¬ 
ed  to  have  raffed  a  Credit  to  this  Medicine. 
Here  I  was  for  a  time  at  a  full  Stand ,  and 
knew  not  how  to  proceed:  Fo  go  on  curing  more 
People ,  and  publifhing  their  Cafes  and  Cures  y 
witneffed  by  no  body  but  by  Mr.  Watfon  and  my 
felf  would  be  aCling  as  injignificantly  as  we  had 
done  before  *,  becaufe  any  Number  of  Cures y  no 

b  other - 
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otherwife  attefed,  would  be  equally  liable ,  with 
the  former ,  aV/^r  be  difputed  or  denied. 

In  thefe  unfavourable  Circumfances  I  could 
only  Jay ,  in  return  to  the  f aid  Objections,  (as  I 
had faid  before  in  the  Preface  to  my  firfl  Pam¬ 
phlet)  That  the  Falls  recorded  by  Mr.  Watfon* 
and  publijhed  in  the  faid  Pamphlet ,  were  the 
very  Truths,  a?id  nothing  bid  the  Truths ;  and 
that  Mr.  Watfon,  who  adminifler  d  the  Medi¬ 
cine  to  all  the  infelied  Perfons,  together  with 
fuch  of  them  as  could  be  found,  were  ready  at 
any  time  to  atteft  the  fame  to  be -true  upon 
Oath  5  and  further ,  That  I  was  always  ready 
and  willing  to  Jupply  a  Quantity  of  this  Medi¬ 
cine,  for  the  making  any  farther  Number  of 
Trials  in  the  Prefence  of  theje  ObjeCtors  them - 
felves,  provided  that  they  would  attend  to  the 
Adminift ration  of  the  Medicine ,  and  attejl  un¬ 
der  their  Hands  to  its  Effects.  But  leaf  the 
above  invidious  Infnuations,  with  regard  to  the 
Truth  of  the  FaCls,f  :ould  be  too  generally  fpread 
and  believed,  I  added  a  frefl:  Invitation  in  the 
Note  at  the  End  of  the  following  Advertijement, , 
which  was  many  times  printed  in  the  publick 
Papers  as  follows ,  viz.

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i  ft,  To  acquaint  the  Publick,  That  a  certain 
Medicine  was  by  me  found  out  for  the  Cure  of 
the  Venereal  Difeafe  in  the  way  of  an  Altera¬ 
tive,  and  to  let  the  Publick  know  where  the  faid 
Medicine  was  to  be  fold, 

nelly,  That  the  whole  of  the  Evidence  at  that 
Time ,  both  for  and  againft  the  further  Ufe  of 
this  Medicine,  was  collected  together  in  a  Pam¬ 
phlet,  and  publickly  fold . 

qdly,  That  any  Gentlemen  of  the  Phyfick  Fa¬ 
culty,  and  the  Governors  of  Hofpitals ,  (who 
undoubtedly  were  the  proper  eft  and  mojl  unexcep¬ 
tionable  Perfons  to  be  particularly  appealed  to  in 
the  prefent  Cir cum  fiances)  as  were  defir ous  of 
fuller  Satisfaction ,  or  of  ftronger  Evidence  than 
what  they  had  received  from  the  printed  Cafes , 
jhould  be  fo  far  obliged,  as  to  have  a  Trial,  or 
any  Number  of  Trials  made  with  this  Medicine , 
under  their  own  Infpedlion ,  upon  inf e died  Sub- 
jecis  examin'd  and  recommended  by  themfelves . 

The  two  firft  of  thefe  Intentions  have  in  fome 
meafure  been  anjwerd  by  the  Advertifement  \ 
for  there  has  been  fome  Demand  both  for  the 
Pamphlet  and  for  the  Medicine ;  and  1  wifh  I 
could  fay  that  my  third  Intention  had  been  an - 
jwered  as  well.  But  here  was  frefh  Matter  of 
Mortification  to  me,  as  the  Reader  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  Cafes  will  obfirve ;  for  fo,  Jo  it  has  happen'd \ 

that 
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that  not  Jo  much  as  one  Jingle  Subjett  in  Jetted 
with  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  has  been  recommend¬ 
ed  to  the  taking  of  this  Medicine  Jor  Cure \  either 
by  any  Gentleman  of  the  Faculty ,  or  by  a  Go¬ 
vernor  of  an  Hofpital ,  that  I  know  of 

What  Reafons  thefe  Gentlemen  may  have  lying 
by  them ,  that  can  juf  if y  Jo  unanimous  a  Dif- 
regard  to  fo  candid  an  Offer ,  back'd  with  all 
the  Evidence  in  my  firff  Pamphlet  in  favour  oj 
this  Medicine y  is  befi  known  to  themjelves . 

But  I  muft  now  take  the  Liberty  to  acquaint 
theje  Gentlemen y  (if  they  Jhall  condejcend  to  read 
over  the  whole  Forty  Cajes  contained  in  this  and 
my  former  Pamphlet)  Fhat  it  is  now  expetted 
that  they  pay  a  proper  Regard  to  the  Fatts  re¬ 
corded  in  all  the  Cajes ,  particularly  to  thoje  con¬ 
tained  in  the  following  Pages ,  (to  which  they 
might  have  been  Witneffes  if  they  would ; )  They 
are  defir  d  to  read  over  the  whole  in  a  calm  Dif- 
poftion  of  Mindy  to  confider  them  welly  and 
then  to  pronounce  upon  themy  (if  they  pronounce 
at  all)  with  Candor  and  Impartiality ;  and  not 
to  be  out  of  humour  with  this  Medicine ,  or  with 
mey  becauje  I  have  had  the  Rejolution  to  offer 
this  Medicine  to  the  Publick  by  the  means  of  the 
News-Paper Sy  even  after  it  had  been- flighted  or 
rejufed  by  themjelves .  For  as  this  Medicine  has 
a  Pendency  to  the  general  Good  oj'  Mankindy  I 
have  thought  it  my  Duty  to  make  uje  of  all  the 
fair  and  honejl  Methods  I  can  think  of]  for  its 

more 
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more  general  Publication 3  and  am  forhy  to  find, \ 
that  by  Jb  doing  I  have  inadvertently ,  and  with¬ 
out  Defign ,  difturbed  the  Peace  of  iEfculapiusj 
Church ,  fofar  as  to  caufe  feme  of  its  more  /an¬ 
guine  Priefts  to  be  frequently  making  ufe  oj  the 
Epithet  Quack,  both  with  regard  to  myfelf  and 
this  Medicine ,  For  aitho  the  above  Advertije- 
ment  was  drawn  tip  with  the  utmofl  Caution 9 
and  without  the  leaf  Intention  of  giving  Offence 
to  any  Perfen  whomfeever ,  it  has  nevertheleji 
had  the  hard  Fate  to  be  treated  as  a  Quack 
Advertifementy  the  Medicine  as  a  Quack  Me¬ 
dicine  y  and  the  Pamphlet ,  containing  the  firfe 
'Thirty  Cafes ,  has  been  called  Hauksbee\f  Quack 
Bill  even  by  thofe  who ,  I  thinks  fhould  know  bet¬ 
ter ,  and  who  I  am  confident  would  bluff  was  I 
to  name  them . 

I  cant  imagine  what  it  is  that  theft 
Gentlemen  would  be  at:  If  they  are  Well - 
wiffers  to  the  Good  of  Mankind ,  I  am  very 
jure  that  I  have  given  them  no  juft  Caufe  to 
be  angry ,  nor  have  /  done  any  thing  that  ftoould 
make  them  Jb  uncivil  as  to  call  Names ;  1  have 
only  made  a  new  Medicine ,  or  a  new  Tool  for 
them  to  work  withy  if  they  like  it,  I  have  ac¬ 
quainted  them  with  its  Properties  and  Effects : 
I  have  told  them  where  it  is  to  be  fold  3  and  I 
have  given  them  the  Option  of  a  Trial  for  no¬ 
thing  :  What  would  they  have  me  do  more  ?  But 
as  I  dont pradlife  with  this  Medicine  my  felft 
what  proper  Foundation  is  there  for  calling  me 
a  Quack  ?  It 
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It  is  not  my  Cujiom  either  to  talk  or  write  in 
the  Quack  Strain.  I  don't  Jay  that  this  is 
the  TJniverfal  Medicine  jor  the  Cure  of  eve¬ 
ry  Difempery  or  that  it  will  never  fail 
even  in  the  Cure  of  Jime  Degrees  of  the 
Venereal  Difeafe  it f elf.  I  don't  Jay  that  I  , 

under  ft  and  the  Nature  of  Diftempers  in  general, 
or  how  to  Cure  them  better ,  or  jo  well  as  thoje 
Gentlemen  doy  who  are  c  enfant  ly  engaged  in  the 
Pradlice  of  Phyfick.  I  make  no  P retentions  of 
that  fort.  I  don't  pradlife  Phyfick  at  all,  tho  I 
have  formerly  dedicated  Jome  Part  of  my  Jime 
to  the  Study  of  Medicine.  I  only  Jay ,  Phot  I 
have  difeover'd  a  Medicine  for  the  Cure  of  the 
Venereal  Difeafe,  which  all  the  Trials  hitherto 
made  has  proved  to  be  fife  and  Effedlual .  And  * 
as  I  have  all  along  offer'd  this  Medicine  to  the 
Tef  of  Experience ,  and  have  placed  its  whole 
Merits  upon  its  Safety  and  its  good  Effedls  \  and 
having  withal  publijhed ,  in  my  firft  Pamphlet , 
all  the  Fadls  both  f  or  and  againfi  this  Medicine

If  this  be  the  Cafe , 
cis  I  think  it  is,  then  there  is  great  Reafon  to 
hope  that  in  due  time  the  prefent  Medicine  may 
arrive  at  its  proper  Dignity,  if  it  has  not  done 
it  already . 


And  now  I  fall  only  intreat  the  Favour  of 
thefe  Gentlemen ,  float  for  the  future  they  won9  d

He  is  a  very  extraordinary  Perfon, 
being  no  lefs  than  right-hand  Man,  or  chief 
Agent  to  J...k  K...h,  Efq;  for  difpofing 
of  human  Carcafes  for  the  Diffedtions  of  the 
Theatre,  and  other  private  Courfes  of  Anato¬ 
my,  by  which  he  is  well  known  to  the  Sur¬ 
geons  in  Town;  to  whom,  as  he  inform’d 
me,  he  had  been  obliged  for  14  Cures.  This 
being  his  15th  Infedtion,  they  refufed  med¬ 
dling  with  him,  unlefs  he  would  fubmit  to 
be  falivated.  But  the  Spark  having  got  a 
Scent  of  Mr.  Haukjbee  s  Medicine,  applied  to 
him;  who  immediately  directed  him  to  my 
Care,  that  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty 
might  have  an  evident  Proof  of  the  Efficacy 
of  his  Medicine,  on  a  Patient  who  had  pafs’d 
an  Examination  amongft  them  when  ill,  and 
was  fo  well  known  to  them  all.

quent  Advertifements  in  the  publick  Papers. 
Amongft  the  Recom menders,  I  do  not  know 
that  there  is  any  one  of  the  Faculty  of  Phy- 
fick,  or  any  Governor  of  an  Holpital. 

The  Number  of  Cafes  indeed  is  but  fmall, 
and  the  Recommenders  are  only  plain  honeft 
Men,  in  the  middle  Station  of  Life.  But  I 
hope  fhortly  to  make  the  Publick  ample 
Amends,  by  prefenting  it  with  a  large  Set  of 
Cafes  refulting  from  the  Experimentum  Crucis , 
and  attefted  by  feveral  Gentlemen  of  the  Fa¬ 
culty  themfelves. 

The  moft  plaufible  Reafon  that  I  have  heard 
given  by  any  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  in  Ex- 
cufe  for  not  making  ufe  of  this  Medicine  in 
their  own  Pradlice,  or  for  not  recommending 
any  infe&ed  Perfons  to  take  it  for  Cure  in  the

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way  of  Trial,  is,  That  they  could  not  in  Ho¬ 
nour  do  either  the  one  or  the  other,  becaufe 
they  did  not  know  the  Compofition  of  this 
Medicine,  nor  the  Manner  of  its  Preparation. 

To  this  I  anfwer:  That  fo  long  as  thefe 
Gentlemen  continue  to  refufe  the  Ufe  of  this

>  they  unwarily  put  themfelves  upon  the  fame 
Footing  with  him,  who,  being  bound  to  the 
Eaft-Indies ,  fhould  refufe  to  make  ufe  of  the 
Compafs,  and  plead  in  Excufe,  that  he  could 
not  in  Honour  do  it,  becaufe  he  neither  knew 
the  Caufe  of  Magnetifm,  nor  the  Compofi¬ 
tion  of  the  Loadftone. 

It  mu  ft  be  own’d,  that  leveral  of  the  Cafes 
in  both  Pamphlets  are  liable  to  the  Objections 
that  Gentlemen  at  firft  make,  viz.  That  the 
Pills  are  very  expenfive,  and  very  tirefome  to 
take  in  fuch  Quantities  as  are  fet  down  in 
fome  of  the  Cafes. 

As  to  the  Expence,  I  hope  no  Gentleman 
can  think  a  Cure  of  the  worft  Sort  of  Infecti¬ 
on  dear  at  four  or  five  Guineas,  or  at  two  or 
three  Guineas  of  a  milder  Sort,  confidering 
the  Certainty  of  a  Cure  by  this  Medicine,  and 
the  fafe  and  gentle  Manner  of  its  Operation, 
compared  with  the  Expence,  Abfence  from 
Bufinefs,  and  Hazards  attending  a  Salivation. 

Forty  Guineas  is  commonly  eftimated  as 
the  middling  Expence  for  a  Gentleman  to  go 
through  fuch  a  Courfe. 
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*Twas  known  in  Town,  that  a  Surgeon, 
fince  dead,  not  long  ago  cured  a  Gentleman 
of  Fortune,  who  had  before  been  falivated  to 
no  purpofe,  without  repeating  a  Salivation : 
for  which  the  Gentleman  offer’d  a  handfome 
Gratuity ;  which  the  Surgeon  refufed,  as  too 
fmall  for  a  Cure  perform’d  in  fo  uncommon  a 
Method.

undertaken  him.  Thefe  modeft  Articles,  join¬ 
ed  to  what  he  had  perform’d,  amounted  to 
the -Sum  of  ioo  Guineas;  for  which  the 
Gentleman  was  fued  at  Law,  and  difputed  it. 
At  lad  it  was  left  to  a  Reference,  and  the 
Surgeon  was  allow’d  60  Guineas  for  the  Cure. 

This  is  fo  fuperior  to  any  Expence  that  can 
poffibly  happen  in  the  Courfe  of  a  Cure  by 
this  Medicine,  that  a  Dozen  Patients  may 
fafely  be  undertaken  for  the  fame  Money. 

The  fecond  Objection  is,  the  Tirefomnefs 
of  taking  fuch  a  Number  of  Pills  as  I  have 
given  to  the  Patients  in  fome  of  the  Cafes. 

To  this  I  always  anfwer  as  the  Truth  is, 
That  thefe  Patients,  who  are  deditute  of  mod 
of  the  Conveniences  of  Life,  and  who  are 
fometimes  abandon’d  Libertines,  either  cannot 
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follow  the  Rules  prefcribed,  or  do  moft 
fhamefully  pervert  them.  So  it  is,  that  there 
is  great  Care  and  Trouble,  as  well  as  a  large 
Expence  of  Pills,  neceffary  to  get  fuch  Pati¬ 
ents  well.

Whereas  Perfons  of  eafy  Circumftances,  who 

can  live  in  a  decent  Manner,  and  indulge  them- 
felves  in  Bed  when  under  a  plentiful  Perfpira- 
tion,  and  fupport  it  with  proper  Diluters,  have 
been  cured  with  Plalf  the  Quantity  of  Pills  in 
the  worft  Cafes  that  I  have  known. 

Several  Perfons  who  have  confulted  me  have 
effected,  with  a  Angle  Box  of  thefe  Pills,  what 
I  (judging  from  the  printed  Cafes)  would  not 
have  undertaken  to  have  done  with  Three. 
What  makes'  me  believe  that  thefe  fudden 
good  Effects  of  this  Medicine  was  owing  to 
the  Patients  being  properly  fupported  and  ac¬ 
commodated,  is,  that  no  Money  was  wanting, 
and  that  the  Cafes  were  within  the  reach  of 
this  Medicine :  Nor  do  I  know  of  any  Pati¬ 
ent,  even  in  the  worft  Caies,  (who  have  been 
able  to  pay  for  this  Medicine)  ever  exceed  four 
or  five  Boxes  for  their  Cures.

if  it  be  taken  upon  the  firft  Appearance  of  the 
Diftemper,  it  will  (with  the  Afliftance  of  a 
gentle  Purge  or  two)  fafely  and  fpeedily,  and 
without  any  Trouble  or  Hazard  to  the  Patient, 
effedl  his  Cure,  And  I  have  obferved  in  ge¬ 
neral,  that  Perfons  even  in  the  pooreft  Cir- 
cumftances,  to  whom  this  Medicine  has  been 
given,  are  not  fo  fubjedt  to  catch  cold  as  in  a 
Courfe  of  Medicines  commonly  tifed  for  the 
Cure  of  this  Diftemper  3  and  it  is  a  great  Plea- 
fure  and  Satisfadlion  to  me  to  be  able  to  fay 
(tho’  the  Cures  have  been  fomewhat  protradt- 
ed  by  taking  cold)  that  no  bad  Accidents,  no 
irreparable  Mifchiefs,  has  ever  befallen  any 
one  of  the  Patients. 

I  would  further  obferve  to  the  Reader, 
That  all  the  Cures  effedted  by  this  Medicine 
have  ftood  without  any  Relapfes  that  have 
come  to  my  Knowledge  3  nor  has  it  ever  been 
found  or  objected,  that  this  Medicine  has 
locked  up  the  Pox  in  the  Conftitution  for  fu¬ 
ture  Mifchief.  And  indeed  from  its  conftant 
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liffeft  of  increafing  the  Running,  and  fome- 
times  of  procuring  a  frefh  Running  where  it 
had  been  flopp’d  before  by  bad  Management, 
there  can  be  no  Reafon  to  fuppofe  that  it  ever 

will. 

I  could  mention  feveral  very  extraordinary 
Cures  that  have  been  perform’d  by  this  Medi¬ 
cine  upon  Perfons  who  have  gone  through  the 
Pradtice  of  the  Town  to  no  purpofe,  and  at  no 
fmall  Expence,  but  have  not  Leave  to  do  it ; 
and  as  the  Intention  of  this  Pamphlet  is  only 
to  exhibit  Cafes  backed  with  pubiick  Autho¬ 
rities  that  fhould  be  undeniable,  and  where  the 
Patients  might  be  produced,  Awould  be  to  no 
purpofe  to  produce  only  the  Cafes  of  the 
others.

Firft  Letter,  8  May  1742. 

Dear  Sir, 

TJ  E R  E  is  poor  Tho.  S . s  (who  you 

-*•  know)  I  fear  in  a  bad  way,  as  the  Apo¬ 
thecary,  who  has  him  in  hand,  tells  me ;  he 
takes  it  to  be  venereal,  and  that  he  thinks  he 
can't  be  cured  without  a  Salivation.  But  I 
believe  he  does  not  know  much  of  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

His  Cafe  is  this:  A  Year  before  he  was  out 
of  his  time,  which  he  fays  is  now  above  20 
Years,  he  got  a  venereal  Infection,  and  let  it 
run  upon  him  above  a  Year;  then  came  to 
Town,  and  got  into  St.  'Thomas  s  Holpital, 
where  he  was  falivated.  About  a  Week  after 
he  was  got  home  again,  he  found  a  Wart  or 
Wen  about  as  big  as  a  Pea  on  his  Thigh, 
which  hangs  by  a  long  (lender  Neck,  which 
at  firft  by  carrying  any  thing  that  was  hard  in 
his  Breeches  Pocket  fretted  it,  and  fometimes 
made  it  fore,  but  foon  went  off  again ;  it  has 

continued 
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continued  in  that  State  ever  fince,  and  is  there 
now.  Some  Years  after  that  he  had  a  Rednefs 
between  his  Legs,  and  likewife  under  his 
Arm-pits,  which  if  rubbed  Scurf  would  come 
off ;  but  never  had  any  Uneafinefs  from  either. 
About  fix  or  feven  Years  ago,  he  had  a  little 
red  Spot  upon  that  Thigh  where  the  Wart  is, 
below  it,  which  if  rubbed  Scurf  would  fall 
from  it ;  and  now  if  is  quite  round,  and  as 
big  as  the  Palm  of  one’s  Hand  5  but  no  Un¬ 
eafinefs  or  Itching  in  it,  or  thofe  under  his 
Arms,  or  between  his  Legs.  About  two 
Years  ago  he  had  a  violent  Itching  in  one  of 
his  Temples,  which  has  fince  ipread  over  his 
Forehead  and  the  other  Temple ;  and  like¬ 
wife  an  itching  Spot  in  the  Nape  of  his  Neck, 
and  upon  both  his  Arms,  from  his  Elbows  to 
his  Wrifts :  all  which  Places,  by  often  fcratch- 
ing  till  it  bleeds,  looks  very  bad  and  fcurfy. 
He  has  taken  mercurial  Purges  about  three 
Weeks,  which  the  Apothecary  fays  has  no 
Effedt.  He  is  much  fallen  away  in  his  Flefh 
even  before  he  began  taking  any  thing,  and 
his  Stomach  is  very  bad,  and  is  low-fpirited. 

Now  I  defire  the  Favour  of  you  to  be  fo 
good  as  to  call  on  Mr.  Wat  fan ,  an  Apothecary 
near  Hunger for d-Market  in  the  Strand ,  (who, 
I  fee  by  an  Advertifemenr,  fells  an  Alterative 
Medicine  for  the  V enereal  Difeafe,  made  by 
Francis  Haukjbee  of  Crane-Court)  and  fhew 
him  this  Cafe,  and  defire  his  Opinion  whether 
he  thinks  it  would  cure  him,  and  let  him 

work 
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work  at  his  Trade  all  the  time.  If  he  gives 
you  any  Encouragement,  I  would  not  flick  at 
three  or  four  Guineas,  if  I  could  get  the  poor 
Fellow  cured ;  for  if  he  is  forced  to  go  into 
the  Hofpital,  his  Family  muft  all  go  to  the 
Parifh,  at  leafl  during  that  Time  5  and  if  he 
fhould  lofe  his  Cuflomers  by  his  long  Abfence, 
he  muft  follow  ’em  to.  I  am

P.  S.  I  forgot  to  tell  you  he  has  fome  Pim¬ 
ples  on  his  Head,  which  will  dry  and  icale  off; 
and  fome  time  afterwards  others  come.  Let 
me  hear  from  you  as  foon  as  you  can. 

Second  Letter,  the  Date  is  wanting. 

Dear  Sir, 

T  Have  here  fent  you  up  Tho’ s  Cafe  ever  fince 
he  began  taking  the  Pills  you  fent  down. 
After  being  well  purged,  he  began,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  third  Direction,  to  take  one  Pill  at 
Night,  and  another  in  the  Morning,  which 
fweated  him  pretty  much  ;  which  in  five  Days 
created  him  a  pretty  good  Appetite;  in  ten 
Days  more  his  Appetite  was  as  good  as  ever, 
and  he  could  digeft  his  Victuals  well,  which 
before  he  could  not,  but  fometimes  brought  it 
up  again  next  Day.  In  ten  Days  more,  the 
Blotches  in  his  Arm-pits  were  quite  well,  and 
nothing  to  be  feen ;  but  thofe  between  his 
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Legs,  and  on  his  Thigh,  appeared  difcolour’d, 
but  no  Scurf  on  ’em.  But  on  each  of  his  Tem¬ 
ples  there  was  a  red  Spot,  and  that  in  the 
Nape  of  his  Neck,  which  ftill  itched,  and 
fometimes  a  little  Scurf  came  off.  He  went 
on  thus  till  he  had  taken  three  Boxes  of  Pills ;

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'Thom,  tells  me  in  this  laft  Box  there  was  but 
19  Pills;  and  that  he  has  had  no  Itching  for 
three  or  four  Days  on  his  Temples  and  Neck, 

N.  B.  I  lately  met  the  Correfpondent  in  Lon¬ 
don,  who  told  me  that  he  had  feen  this  Patient 
in  the  Country  fmce  his  Cure ,  in  a  much  better 
State  of  Health ,  and  with  a  more  florid  Coun¬ 
tenance  than  he  ever  knew  him  to  have  before. 

In  making  the  whole  forty  Experiments 
contained  in  this  and  the  former  Pamphlet 
with  my  Friend  Mr.  Haukjbee’s  Medicine,  I 
have  (as  I  before  exprefs’d  myfelf )  conftantly 
had  that  ftrifl:  Regard  to  Truth,  which  fhould 
always  attend  Experiments  of  any  Kind ;  and 
I  hope  the  Publick,  as  well  as  the  Author,  will 
continue  to  think  I  have  done  it  Juftice.
